Advertising in Politics 

Political experts are crediting the 
Eisenhower victory to the advertis- 
ing men who power-sparked the 
campaign. While we offer no criti- 
cism of the “package” the advertis- 
ing boys sold to the American pub- 
lic, the professional methods used 
throw a shadow across our political 
future. It is the American counter- 
part of the propaganda techniques 
which have perverted the political 
life of Europe. When the men along 
Advertising Lane can _ glamorize 
candidates and policies as they do 
products, they can be hired at some 
crucial time to package a candidate 
and political program that would 
undermine our whole spiritual and 
political culture. It has already hap- 
pened in Germany, Italy, Spain, Ar- 
gentina. The technique is the same 
— luring people to switch from one 
package of toothpaste, soap or cig- 
arettes — or to switch votes. 


THE HOPE is in the revulsion 
of the public against slick advertis- 
ing pressures. A spokesman for the 
Advertising Federation of America 
appealed recently to advertising to 
police itself, stating that “Radio 
and television have far too many 
commercials which disgust wage 
earners, that advertising “creaks 
and shudders because of the loss of 
power through public distrust, mis- 
understanding and just plain ex- 
cesses.” 

COMMITMENT TO MEDIOC- 
RITY: Prof. Harold Clapp of Iowa 
University, recently expressed con- 
cern that we condone, encourage 
and exploit whatever seems to be 
the average. “Perhaps the most 
spectacular and degrading example 
is modern advertising. We allow it 
undisputed control of the powerful 
mass-media of education, press, ra- 
dio, movies and television. We do 
not demand that it be honest. We do 
not require it to recognize any ab- 
solute virtues. It has no interest in 
satisfying man’s aspirations — only 
in creating new appetites.”

X-Ray and Forecast 


N INTENSIVE UNDERGROUND POLITICAL STRUGGLE is 

now taking place over who will control the White House, the old 
guard reactionary Republicans or the more progressive liberal GOP lead- 
ership which was responsible for the nomination of Gen. Eisenhower. 

All informed political circles concede that the general is inexperi- 
enced in politics and civil government and little aware of the real nature 
of the economic and social problems that beset America—because of his 
absorption in military affairs and his long absence from the country in 
military service. He will no doubt learn fast but whether the ultra con- 
servatives or the GOP liberals dominate the Cabinet—and Congress—is 
the pivotal question. 

IN THE SENATE, the Taft-Jenner-Bricker-McCarthy reaction- 
ary bloc seeks domination over the Democrats, GOP progressives and in- 
dependents, headed by liberal Senators Morse, Aiken, Toby and others. 
The same situation exists in the House. 

TO UNDERSTAND ALL OF THIS, remember that many am- 
bitious GOP figures have posed as staunch conservatives in the past to 
secure the financial backing of America’s powerful reactionary forces — 
when these same men were at heart progressive-minded. Thus, such men 
as Gov. Dewey, Gov. Earl Warren, Harold Stassen and others, who have 
in days gone by made noises like old-line reactionaries, are now heading 
up the progressive GOP Eisenhower caravan, along with Sen. Seaton, 
Paul Hoffman and other progressive leaders in business as well as politics. 
But the powerful, rabid right-wingers, backed by America’s biggest finan- 
cial interests, are making a desperate effort to capitalize on Eisenhower’s 
inexperience to force upon him such advisors and administrators as will 
shoulder into second and third string positions the liberal and progressive 
Republicans. These ultra conservative press and radio voices, who spe- 
cialize in twisting all news into political propaganda, are carrying the 
fight to the public by attempts to label all progressive Republican leaders 
as “amateurs,” “left-wingers” or “socialists,” which is as dishonest and 
un-American as the average Kremlin tactic. 

AS THE OLD GUARD GETS SET FOR THE BIG GRAB, 
Washington is already filled with talk of cutting down corporation taxes 


and reducing income taxes in the upper brackets, of abolishing all rent

Peace Work Wins 


U. S. international relations have 
been so dominated by military 
thinking and overweighted by mili- 
tary precedures that far too little is 
heard of the great successes that 
have been achieved by American 
efforts in programs built on good- 
will and peaceful cooperation. Be- 
cause most news sources are domi- 
nated by the military or by political 
and economic interests linked with 
the military, Between The Lines is 
often compelled to devote much 
space to the revelation of the fail- 
ure and blundering of our military 
efforts, since these costly failures 
will inevitably have very important 
bearing on developments and events 
yet to come. 

But peaceful achievements are of 
more paramount and lasting sig- 
nificance, hence we do our utmost 
to keep our readers aware of such 
constructive developments, especial- 
ly when the military - dominated 
news sources give so little attention 
to peace building programs. For in- 
stance, because the Point Four pro- 
gram originated with the Truman 
Administration, and because it is 
a program that does not bring prof- 
its to the steel makers, ship build- 
ers or plane manufacturers, it is 
brushed aside as inconsequential by 
most of the press and radio, while 
extreme conservative elements label 
it the work of New Deal “do-good- 
ers” or call it “socialistic.” This is 
a blind, selfish and treasonable be- 
trayal of the truth and of the best 
interests of the American people. 


MIRACLE OF INDIA: There 
has been a miracle wrought in India 
within the past 12 months. But be- 
cause the man who has achieved 
that miracle has been associated 
with the Roosevelt and Truman re- 
gimes, although he is a successful 
and wealthy businessman and for- 
mer governor of Connecticut, his 
miracle is ignored or belittled by 


the same arrogant blind elements in

press and radio which ignore Point 
Four. We refer to the truly spectac- 
ular achievements of Ambassador 
Chester Bowles who has served the 
U. S. in New Delhi since 1950. 

A few months ago India was re- 
sentful and _ belligerent toward 
America because of our military 
actions in Asia, especially the 
bombing of the Korean cities and 
towns as part of our military tactics. 
Mr. Bowles has been able to quiet 
the Indian resentment and to con- 
vince the Indian leaders and their 
people that America does not seek 
to maintain the old Western domi- 
nation over the Asiatic peoples. 

Many uninformed and irrespon- 
sible voices in this country have 
condemned Nehru because he has 
not joined forces with the Western 
military alliances, and Mr. Bowles 
has rendered a tremendous service 
in bringing before our public mind 
—wherever he has had opportunity 
— the fact that Prime Minister 
Nehru can do none other than ad- 
here to the neutral position into 
which he has persistently guided 
India. For that great sub-continent 
stands between the Communist 
world and the democratic West. 
Historians support Mr. Nehru’s 
conviction that the surest way for 
India to fall under Russian domin- 
ation would be for India to take a 
position of threat against Russia, 
that only through strict neutrality, 
whereby India is neither a threat to 
Russia nor permits herself to be 
used by Russia as a threat to the 
West, can she continue to serve the 
cause of peace with a_ balancing 
force that is like a keystone in the 
arch of West-East relationships. 

How important is it to have won 
India to our side and to the cause 
of democratic peace? We can only 
answer this by asking how im- 
portant was it to lose China? Yet 
the same newspapers and broad- 
casts which have loudly lamented 
the loss of China for years have 
ignored the meaning of and the 
winning of India. 

A most optimistic report on con- 
ditions in areas of conflict in Asia 
was recently released by Mr. Bowles 
to American newsmen after he had 
completed a 12,000 mile tour of 
Asian trouble centers. In Indo- 
China, he found that while the 
fighting was still intense and hostil- 
ities there might last many months, 
the Reds were losing out, and he 
predicted that the Communists 
could gain little further headway. 
In Malay and Thailand the Com- 
munists also have been losing 
ground. In Thailand especially, 
where food is plentiful and the ma- 
jority of the rural population own 
their farms, the Communists have 
not been able to make any head- 
wav whatever. To a great extent

controls, sharpening the teeth of the Taft-Hartley law to further reduce 
labor’s bargaining power so that wages can be held down while controls 
are lifted from prices. Plans are also being made to ditch all housing 
projects and slum clearance programs that have been pending, to sidetrack 
ali public power development and turn further power projects over to the 
control of private power corporations. In other words, if the right-wing 
old guard can carry through their plans, the next four years will see a 
sweeping return to big-business domination in every phase of American 
life. 

AS LONG AS THERE ARE JOBS for everyone at present wages 
and if prices do not go higher, no one will notice the change. But it is the 
doctrine of the right-wing GOP to hold wages down while prices and 
profits go higher, so business and management can get in a dominant po- 
sition as was the case after the GOP victory in congressienal elections in 
1946. Remember how the GOP Congress then promised that prices would 
“become stable” if controls were lifted? Instead, meat, dairy produce, etc., 
shot up 20 to 60 percent and more, then the big fight over wages began. 

BUT THE CATCH to all this is that, by the spring of 1954, the 
rearmament production program will begin the downward trend, as we 
have previously pointed out. (See BTL, Nov. 1). Already our in- 
dustrial production has become so great that we are able to keep pace 
with the rearmament requirements and at the same time produce more 
goods than the public is able to consume. In the spring of 1954 — only 
eighteen months away —it is quite likely that surplus goods, surplus 
manpower and resulting unemployment will begin to appear. What will 
happen to the GOP program then —if the reactionaries have had their 
way? If several million men are out of jobs, warehouses are piled high 
with unsold goods and the streets are filled with worried harassed people 
— what then? Actually, that is what many of the reactionaries consider a 
“normal business cycle”; they don’t dare say so openly, but their convic- 
tion is that unemployment and hunger are the natural economic forces 
that will put labor unions and the “spoiled” farmers back where they be- 
long. Some top economists in Wall Street who cooperate with Between 
The Lines report that there is an amazing amount of such sentiment in 
certain industrial and financial circles, although we can be sure that many 
younger Christian-minded industrialists would consider this a denial of 
real 20th century capitalism which stands on high wages, strong labor un- 
ions and an ever expanding economy and a rising standard of living. 

AND THE LIBERAL REPUBLICANS believe that if right-wing 
reactionaries succeed in establishing their program they will throw away 
the party’s last chance. 

THERE ARE STRONG INDICATIONS that the GOP reaction- 
aries are kidding themselves in thinking that Eisenhower will meekly fol- 
low their dictates. At the present writing no announcements have been 
made that indicate to whom the high advisory positions will go but those 
close to Eisenhower believe he will seek a middle-of-the-road policy and 
the council and aid of men who will guide him towards a sane and at 
least moderately progressive program. In a few weeks the die will be cast. 


W AR AGAINST UN SPEEDING UP: In recent issues we have re- 

ported on the growing war against the United Nations which has 
been gathering momentum throughout the country. This drive to dis- 
credit and to destroy the UN has suddenly gained an unexpected boost 
because of revelations concerning the employment of Communists in the 
American offices at the UN. The Senate Investigating Committee under 
Sen. McCarran, which has brought this situation to light, is made up of 
men who had already expressed their antagonism toward the UN and 
thus they have made the most of the discovery that Reds have filtered 
into the UN-U. S. official ranks. 

What is not understood by the public is that the United Nations— 
in its organizational structure, the type of personnel it must employ, the 
international associations that it must of necessity maintain — creates 
an environment towards which the Reds would naturally gravitate, just 
as flies gravitate towards a dairy barn, although the farmer doesn’t fight 
flies by shooting his cows! 

There are considerably more than 2,000 U. S. employees on the 
U. S.-UN staff and the need has been for people of experience in foreign 
lands, knowledge of languages and special training in economic and po- 
litical fields. Such persons are hard to find, and the young radical is often 
the first to qualify. Most young Communists are often foreign born and 
have early developed a passionate interest in political and economic af- 
fairs, or they will have traveled widely as students, often on a hitch- 
hike or work-your-way-around-the-world basis, with the natural acquisi- 
tion of foreign languages as part of the experience. So the Reds will just 
naturally buzz around such centers. 

The U. S. officials of the UN have been negligent in scrutinizing 
the past of those they have employed and the McCarran Committee is

that is also true of Burma and the 
Philippines. 

The key of this resurgence of 
democratic strength in Asia is Point 
Four and news of its achieve- 
ments in many of these countries 
where teams of American scientists 
and agriculturists have gone to 
teach, demonstrate, work laborious- 
ly with hands and mind. War is 
old, Point Four is new and histor- 
ians are saying it may go down in 
history as the most important idea 
of our generation —-an idea with 
which the Communists cannot cope. 
Historian Arnold J. Toynbee re- 
cently said that our age will be re- 
membered “not for its horrifying 
crimes or its astonishing inventions 
but because it is the first age since 
the dawn of history in which man- 
kind dared to believe it practicable 
to make the benefits of civilization 
available to the whole human race.” 

The Communists are able to 
meet our guns, but they have no 
weapons with which they can com- 
bat Point Four. Thus they fear it 
and hate it. To the millions of 
people who have become awakened 
to their right for a better way of 
life and who are now living in a 
state of explosive frustration, Point 
Four offers the only alternative to 
communism. When will that fact 
find its way into the minds of 
American leaders? Ambassador 
Bowles himself puts it thus, “Point 
Four, intelligently administered and 
adequately financed, can help ac- 
complish a dynamic, bloodless, non- 
Communist revolution from poverty, 
hunger, disease and ignorance. It is 
little wonder that this program is 
vigorously berated by Communist 
agitators who know better than 
many of us the almost unlimited 
positive possibilities of this down- 
to-earth, bullock-and-plow approach 
to mankind’s problems. Point Four 
is a tremendous challenge. Ameri- 
ca, with her vast resources, is the 
only country that could undertake 
it. But Point Four is also a great 
responsibility. We must clearly un- 
derstand how this dynamic concept 
must blend with the indigenous 
forces with which it works, and the 
awakening drive for human better- 
ment which is rapidly arousing the 
billion people who live in the so- 
called underdeveloped areas.” 

In view of the facts of the hour, 
it is the obligation of every sincere 
Christian layman to be informed 
on the Point Four program, to sup- 
port it, to urge young people to go 
into it. (Scientists, soil culturists, 
horticulturists, dairy specialists, 
sanitation engineers, doctors,nurses, 
all are needed for Point Four pro- 
jects.) Make your congressmen and 
other leaders feel your desire for 
more emphasis there. 





Religion in Review 

BLACK MAGIC revived in Eu- 
rope: The most alarming aspect of 
religious news from Europe is the 
disintegration of all religion with no 
vital spiritual faith replacing the old 
beliefs. To most Europeans, religion 
is symbolized by the wealth and po- 
litical power of the Roman Catholic 
Church, while Protestantism is com- 
paratively weak in Europe. 

At the same time there is an 
astounding revival in pagan cults 
that range all the way from glorifi- 
cation of belief in nothingness to 
the actual practice of witchcraft, 
black magic and devil worship. The 
whole world witnessed the attempted 
deification of Hitler, and now it is 
witnessing a Red drive to turn Sta- 
lin into a god. Though orthodox 
Communist dogma rejects religion 
as an opiate and God as a myth, it 
recognizes the human need for a 
deity by trying to create a religious 
legend around the Kremlin and 
Stalin. Some Soviet publications 
even report prayers for Stalin; his 
writings are now sold as the Bible is 
sold in Christian countries, and his 
picture, of course, appears every- 
where with the flag. Perhaps it is 
consistent that Stalin should be dei- 
fied at a time when devil worship 
spreads! 

But it is not necessary to go be- 
hind the iron curtain for evidence 
of this trend. One of the highest- 
ranking officers of Scotland Yard 
in London has spent most of his 
career investigating crimes of black 
magic cults. The Surete in France 
has expelled various devil worship 
cultists, and Germany has recently 
seen the revival of some of the 
devil worship groups started by 
young Nazis during Hitler’s regime. 
In many European cities there is 
renewed interest in the study of sor- 
cery of the Middle Ages. Naturally 
such fads provide ripe harvest for 
swindlers, blackmailers and crooks 
of all kinds, and that is how the po- 
lice of Europe have become aware 
of the extent of such practices. 

RELIGION IN GERMANY: 
New waves of anti-religious activity 
are threatened by the Communists 
in East Germany. In the past, the 
Soviet-directed East German Gov- 
ernment has been fairly lenient to- 
wards the German churches, espe- 
cially toward the Protestants who 
had few outside connections, com- 
pared to the necessary relationship 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
to outside groups. Now, however, 
new controls are expected to be en- 
forced on all seminaries and church 
educational institutions, abolishing 
those that do not conform to the 
Soviet dictates. New efforts to cut 
the ties between East and West 
German churches are also expected. 
Charitable activities of East Ger- 
many churches will probably be 
turned over to the state social 


bureaus.

justified in the indictment against the UN officials for this carelessness. But 
the very small number of Communists who have been found, compared to 
the big commotion that has been stirred up over the matter, reveals that the 
aim of the committee and its spokesmen has not been to cleanse the UN but 
to kill it. The conservative obstructionists in press and radio are making 
the most of everything the McCarran committee is able to dig up and 
many of their statements and accusations against the UN are distortions 
and falsehoods, as we explained in our issue of Oct. 15. 

Let us point out again that the opposition to the UN comes al- 
most entirely from two sources: (1) those monopolistic interests which 
control most of the world’s resources, oil, rubber, tin and other ores, etc., 
and whose domination and exploitation of millions of small businesses 
would be broken by any effective world government; and (2) the conserva- 
tive elements in the Roman Catholic Church which adhere to the old 
feudalistic doctrine that the Vatican is the only power that should attain 
world domination. 

CONSEQUENTLY, practically all voices that attack the UN are 
associated either with the ultra conservative political economic camps or 
conservative Roman Catholicism and often both. For instance, Sen. Mc- 
Carran of the McCarran Committee is a Roman Catholic and the origin 
of many vicious slurs against the UN. He considers any one who is not 
100 per cent for Franco-Spain to be un-American. John T. Flynn, whose 
voice is often heard in wild accusations against the UN, is also an ardent 
supporter of the feudalistic elements in the Roman Catholic Church in 
this country, as is Westbrook Pegler, both frequent hatchet men for the 
reactionary elements of the hierarchy in attacks against Protestants and 
progressive leadership. But, as we have frequently reported, the Catholic 
Church in America is split wide open on this question, with many Catho- 
lic laymen warm in their support of the UN and resentful of such hier- 
archy policies. The Commonweal, the most important lay Catholic pub- 
lication in America, published by Catholic laymen, is ardent in its support 
of the UN and severely critical of the underground war against the UN 
that goes on within the Catholic clergy. The Catholic liberal leader and 
editor, Dorothy Day, through her publication, The Catholic Worker, is 
a strong supporter of all international peace organizations. 

The UN will not survive unless awakened Catholics, enlightened 
Protestants and all progressive-minded laymen unite to defend it at all 
levels. If the UN is weakened much further, the most important barrier 
against World War III will have been broken. The UN is battling for its 
life in your community where your voice is effective. 


DEAS AND GUNS: Public attention is now being focused again upon 
the “Crusade for Freedom” program which more than a year ago cap-

No apparent effort is being made 
to actually destroy religion as is so 
often implied in reports of Com- 
munist persecution of religion pub- 
lished in this country — in fact the 
East German Red Government has 
even proposed that state support be 
provided for all church-authorized 
seminaries, although religious in- 
struction in the universities is to be 
discontinued. Also, as in Russia and 
other satellite countries, the state 
offers to provide funds for building 
and rebuilding church properties 
which have not yet been replaced 
after World War II. 

CATHOLIC UNREST: Little 
news reaches the American public 
— especially the Roman Catholics 
— of the great upheaval within the 
Catholic Church. Between The 
Lines has often reported on the 
wide unrest among American Cath- 
olics over Vatican political doc- 
trines. This unrest has also been 
stirring in France, according to one 
of the most influential French 
newspapers, Le Monde, of Paris. 
Since 1945, approximately 2,000 
Roman Catholic priests have left 
the church in France over the 
church’s relationship to reactionary 
forces and wealth. Certain young 
Catholic laymen and priests have 
tried to bridge the gap between la- 
boring classes and the church with 
priests working in factories along- 
side the workers who in France 
have become indifferent, rather 
than hostile, to the church. But 
some of the higher clergy have op- 
posed this movement to reach the 
working class, and this attitude has 
puzzled and discouraged many of 
the most intelligent and sincere 
Catholics of France. Le Monde ex- 
plains further that certain leaders in 
the Catholic Church wish to have 
friendly relations with Protestants 
and to cooperate with the World 
Council of Churches — but both 
courses of action are frowned upon 
by the Vatican. 

The 2,000 priests who have left 
the church in France have an or- 
ganization of their own called “The 
Bereans,” and in addition their tes- 
timonials have been printed in 
“Croire et Servir”, the publication 
of the Baptist young people of 
France. 

In America also, Catholic priests 
are constantly leaving the church, 
although the press maintains al- 
most complete silence on this sub- 
ject. Many former priests have be- 
come Protestant ministers — a not- 
able example is Dr. J. A. Fernandez 
who was born and educated in 
Spain, came to the U. S. in 1921, 
attended a Dominican Theological 
Seminary and Notre Dame, became 
an ordained Roman Catholic priest 
and served for 15 years as assistant 
pastor and pastor of St. Anthony 


of Padua Church, one of the largest

Roman Catholic parishes in New 
Orleans, La. He also held the po- 
sition of Superior of the Dominican 
Fathers and of Father Confessor of 
several convents of nuns. After 
leaving the priesthood, he enlisted 
in the U. S. Army in 1942 and serv- 
ed with distinction in the Military 
Intelligence. In the Army he came 
under the tutelage of a Protestant 
Army Chaplain and was later re- 
ceived into the Presbyterian Church 
and ordained a minister in 1945, 
obtained a degree from Princeton 
Theological Seminary and became 
pastor of the Robert Graham Me- 
morial Presbyterian Church in 
Philadelphia. 

CHURCH LANDS: The scarcity 
of land in Europe has been the rea- 
son for many bloody conflicts on 
that continent and for the growth 
of communism in our day. It has 
likewise been a basic factor in the 
historic struggle between church 
and state, for the Roman Catholic 
Church has always been one of the 
largest landowners in Catholic 
countries. Communist governments 
have stripped the church of much 
of its land—in Poland, for in- 
stance, an estimated million-and-a- 
half acres were taken over by the 
Red Government, though the in- 
come from this land was allocated 
to religious uses, for the Catholic 
Church is still strong in Poland de- 
spite Communist control. In tiny 
land-poor Hungary, Cardinal Minds- 
zenty’s arrest by the Communists 
resulted in part from the fact that 
he would not give up over a million 
acres of church-owned land. In 
Italy where the Roman Catholic 
Church is the largest landowner in 
the country, holding 1,160,000 acres, 
the church’s power has been strong 
enough to keep it from coming un- 
der the new government bill that 
provides for dividing large holdings 
among the landless peasants. 

By contrast, the Greek Orthodox 
Catholic Church — which _ broke 
with Rome 900 years ago — has re- 
cently agreed with government lead- 
ers in Greece to turn over four- 
fifths of its cultivated land and 
two-thirds of its pasture land to the 
state for use by destitute farmers. 
The church will receive a cash in- 
demnity and some other considera- 
tions. Certain church estates and 
church properties were exempted. 

ST. PETER’S BONES: When 
Protestants have expressed doubt 
that the bones reported to have 
been uncovered under the present 
Vatican are those of St. Peter, 
American Catholic spokesmen have 
charged intolerance and bigotry. 
Yet the Vatican has now announc- 
ed that the high-ranking scholars, 
who have spent 10 years excavat- 
ing in the vast grottoes beneath St. 
Peter’s Basilica, have found no defi- 
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tured the imagination of the American public when several million dollars 
were raised to provide funds for establishing radio programs that would 
broadcast across the iron curtain. What has not been made clear to the 
public is that this Crusade for Freedom radio program became necessary 
because the Voice of Amcrica, which should be America’s great psycho- 
logical warfare weapon, with unlimited government support behind it, 
became hopelessly strangled by selfish blind political warfare at home. 


American citizens in the next few months are going to be asked 
again to contribute millions of dollars to the Crusade for Freedom and 
for the maintenance and further extension of the Radio Free Europe and 
Radio Free Asia programs. You will be hearing of the excellent results 
these radio programs have achieved. Thirteen radio transmitters are now 
operating in Europe and three in Asia, supplying truth about the free 
democratic West and fostering the hope of deliverance and promoting 
resistance against tyranny behind the iron curtain.

BUT THE IRONY OF IT IS that literally billions of dollars 
continue to be lost in the enormous wastage, mismanagement and corrup- 
tion that characterize many phases of the military program, while the 
American people are asked to contribute privately to one of the few 
weapons that is effectively ripping holes through the iron curtain! In 
view of the encouraging results that the privately financed Crusade for 
Freedom broadcasts have already achieved, think what could be accom- 
plished if just the money which is admittedly squandered in military mis- 
management and blundering could be turned to the support of ideologi- 
cal and psychological weapons.

HE U. S.-SPONSORED MILITARY ALLIANCE and rearmament 

of West European nations is wallowing in a dismal sea of stalemate 
and failure —-a fact that both Eisenhower’s supporters and Democratic 
Party leaders have sought to keep from the American public. 

For many months Between The Lines has provided reports con- 
cerning the reaction of our allies to the rearmament demands of the U. S., 
our concern being that it was a dangerous, costly illusion to think we 
could make strong effective military allies of people who were already 
sick of war, hungry, impoverished and imbittered by what they had suf- 
fered both at our hands (Germans and Japanese) and at the hands of our 
antagonists. Our insistence that they must rearm could only make them 
that much more susceptible to the Communist “peace” propaganda, and 
drive them into the arms of the Communists. An even greater danger ex- 
pressed by many authorities is that a Germany that we did rearm might 
make a deal with Russia and turn our arms against us. 

IN A RECENT GERMAN POLL, it was revealed that nearly 
half (47 per cent) of the German people favor remaining neutral, thus 
were opposed to rearmament under U. S. leadership. Only about 38 per 
cent favored cooperating with the U. S. (U. S. News, Nov 7). Many re- 
ports have also reached this country of the revival of extreme national- 
ism in Germany, the old Nazi Bunds showing above the surface again. 
The N. Y. Times (Oct. 6) reported that a big mass meeting of over 5,000 
former German soldiers and officers (held under the auspices of the 
American-sponsored Federal Republic to win their cooperation on the 
American-West German rearmament program) got completely out-of- 
hand and was in reality turned into an anti-American rally! Nazi generals 
crashed the platform and with fiery speeches denounced the U. S. as a 
war criminal, called Eisenhower a pig-dog. 

But we believe there is actually good news and hope in this, for 
the American politico-military leaders are being forced to reccgnize that 
the ideological warfare waged against communism is not only more ef- 
fective, but far less costly than military methods and far safer. 

Several returning newsmen report that the people of Europe no 
longer want American aid or American military support, but seek an 
end of all military activity and a return to normal trade. “We don’t want 
your aid or your generals, but we want your normal trade,” is the cry 
that is ringing in most European capitals. “With normal trade and a de- 
cently functioning economy we can take care of the Communists our- 
selves and without war.” 

In the past, war was the way to conquest and wealth. But we are 
now approaching an era when war means total poverty and sorrow, when 
peace and the works of peace point the only path to survival and well- 
being.

Suppressed History 

What happened to the three- 
volume official history of the War 
in the Pacific, which was prepared 
under the direction of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, assisted by his man Friday, 
Gen. Willoughby? It consumed 
over four years of work by a large 
staff of U. S. officers, not to men- 
tion the employment of high-rank- 
ing Japanese officers, writers and 
artists; it was completed to the 
point where some million words 
were in print — and millions of dol- 
lars had been spent. Then suddenly 
the entire project was wrapped in 
secrecy and stashed away first in a 
private warehouse and then in Pent- 
agon archives. 

Curious newspapermen and his- 
torians have tried through numer- 
ous channels to get at this docu- 
ment, as a valuable research source. 
Thus far, it hasn’t been available. 
Reports in such publications as The 
Reporter Magazine (Oct. 14, °52) 
indicate that the book ran into dif- 
ficulty because Japanese military 
officials, who were drawn into the 
project, were told to record the 
truth as they saw it, but that their 
reports of battles between Ameri- 
can and Japanese forces did not al- 
ways coincide with the “facts” that 
had been reported to the American 
public through U. S. military infor- 
mation channels. For instance, 
when Japanese fleets and convoys, 
supposed to have been wiped out, 
were recorded to have suffered only 
partial disaster and lived to fight 
again, the contradictions were em- 
barrassing in Pentagon circles. 

Naturally, no history of the War 
in the Pacific could be fairly writ- 
ten without giving General Mac- 
Arthur an important and _ heroic 
place, for his skill and personal mag- 
nitism had much to do with the 
forward drive in the American lib- 
eration of the Pacific. But perhaps 
other generals, who fought with 
MacArthur, were not prepared to 
grant him quite the place of sole 
supremacy which this book, written 
under his supervision, accorded him. 

The cost of this history with its 
art work came out of the American 
treasury, so that the American tax- 
payer should at least get to see it.
